However, it is for the. determined efforts he 
made in the direction of right, for his con- 
scientious devotion to duty, lor the un- 
flinching and dauntless courage he pos- 
sessed that we love his memory, and the 
love that survives the tomb is one of tlie 
noblest attributes of the soul. "If it has its 
woes it has likewise its delights, and when
